Warsaw 
Students 
Clubbed

LONDON—Hundreds of 
militiamen, swinging trun- 
cheons, fought students in 
central Warsaw Friday 
after what had begun as a 
peaceful demonstration. 

The Warsaw demonstration 
was the culmination of a protest 
movement against censorship 
which has spread from Poland's 
writers to the student masses. 

The same kind of interaction 
between writers and students in 
Czechoslovakia contributed 
greatly to the basic change of 
political direction now taking 
place in Prague. 

The other East European 
regimes have taken steps to 
restrict the flow of information 
on the developments in Czecho- 
slovakia. But the news has been 
getting through unofficial chan- 
nels, such as Western Broad- 
cast, and stimulating further 
foment in the other countries. 

The Warsaw demonstration 
suggests that the pressures for 
liberaliztion might again spread 
fn much the same way.as in 
1956, when sparks struck during 
demonstrations in Poland lit the 
fire of revolt in Hungary. 

PLAY BANNED 

Friday’s. demonstration, ac- 
cording to reports from War- 
saw, began when some 4,000 
students marched through the 
grounds of the university chant- 
ing demands for the. reinstate- 
tment of two colleagues, who 
had been victimized for taking 
part in an earlier. demonstra- 
tion, The demonstration was 
held in protest against the 
banning of a play which had 
given rise to anti-Russian 
demonstrations. 

The: play, called “Dziady’’ 
(forefathers), is a classic writ- 
ten in the last century by 
Poland’s greatest poet, Adam 
‘Mickiewicz, who is revered by 
the Poles in much the same 
way as Shakespeare is. by- the 
English. 

Friday the students chanted 
"We Want Dziady” and ‘Long 
Live the Writers.” They march- 
ed to the administration build- 
ings demanding to see the 
rector, and chanting, ‘‘No Study 
Without Freedom.’’ When they 
were told that the rector was 
not in, they agreed, after some 
good-natured jeering, to send a 
delegation to see him on 
Monday. 

Up to that point there had 
been only some -minor clashes 
with some of the 500 plain- 
clothes auxiliary police brought 
in to control .the demonstration. 


POLICE ALARMED 

However, the police evidently 
became alarmed at this stage, 
and more than 25 truckloads of 
armed militia. (police) «were 
rushed to the university. They 
sealed: off the street approaches 
to the university, diverted traf- 
fic and rushed at the students 
with truncheons to the sound of 
angry shouts of “Gestapo” from 
the crowds. 

The presence of large num- 
bers-of militia in the grounds, 
and the. prompt arrival. of 
reinforcements, suggest that the 
authorities were concerned lest 
the demonstratiion should spill 
out into the streets of the 
capital. They have managed to 
prevent this, but only at the 
cost of creating an _ incident 
which will add fuel to the 
smoldering intellectual discon- 
tent.

Habitual Criminals 
Can't Appeal Terms

Armiy Chiefs

PRAGUE (AP)—Czecho- 
slovakia’s new reformist 
leaders appear on the 
verge of ousting old-line 
Communist President An- 
tonin Novotny. 

A party group in the army’s 
general staff—in a move un- 
precedented in any Communist 
country—issued a public de- 
mand Friday for the resignation 
of Novotny and other top ortho- 
dox officials: 


The army chiefs blame Novot- 
ny for covering up the alleged 
corruption case of Maj.-Gen. 
Jan Sejna, who defected to the 


United States Wednesday. 


Western . analysts said the} 
Sejna case paved the way for 
reformist leaders under newly- 
elected party head Alexander 
Dubcek to speed up personnel 
changes they otherwise would 
have tackled more cautiously. 


FLEES TO WEST 


Sejna, a top fuctionary in the 
Czech defence department, is 
believed to be the highest 
military man from Eastern Eu- 
rope ever to defect to the West. 
He was a key figure in‘ 
tive attempt last January to 
thwart the removal of ‘Novotny 
as party leader. 


The general also is implicated 
in an illegal deal with a farming 
co-operative that netted $42,000 
through the sale of grass seed 
to peasants. 


In an interview with a Prague 
newspaper today, Novotny’s son 
portrayed Gen. Sejna as a 
heavy-spending | woman-chaser 
who had trouble making ends 
meet on his salary of $1,200 a 
month—five times that of the 
average industrial workers. 


DEMAND CHANGES 


The general staff officers’ de- 
mands for a housecleaning were 
raised in-two open letters Fri- 
day to party chief Dubcek. 

The Prague corpespondent of 
the Yugoslavian news agency 
Tanjug filed a report saying 
that it was open talk in Prague 
that “‘it’s not possible for Novot- 
ny to be a member of the pre- 
sidium of the central committee 
anymore.”

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U.S. Calls Home

S .THE LEGISLATURE PRE- 
pares to debate the details of 
the government’s controversial new 
labor legislation, several aspects 
should be. kept in mind. The con- 
cept of .the mediation commission 
is a good one. As a-continuing 
authority for investigation and re- 
search in labor problems and a com- 
piler of statistical information it 
should be able to provide a very 
useful background for labor negotia- 
tions of all kinds in this province. 


Its proposed function in arbitra- 
tion of disputes is a necessary one, 
best performed by a quasi-judicial 
authority free of political influences. 
The provision of expert mediation, 
officers would add a very desirable 
factor to the labor negotiations of 
this province. And the new meas- 
ure appears to give recognition to 
the essential need for full protection 
of the public interest in labor dis- 
putes. The machinery proposed for 
achieving these ends is, in principle, 
adequate. 


There are, however, some ques- 
tionable aspects of the proposed 
mediation system. It will be neces- 
sary that the commissioners and 
the mediation officers, having been 
specially selected for their abilities; 
be able to carry out their duties 
without fear of removal except for 
reasons of morals or competence. 
The bill provides for appointments 


“not exceeding ten years,” but this_ 


very flexible arrangement could be 
improved. 

The independence of incumbents 
would be strengthened by giving 
them security of tenure for at least 
ten years with removal only through 
an act of the Legislature. 

It is doubtful, too, if the govern- 
ment is wise to move ahead-so rap- 


‘idly on the critical issue of binding 


arbitration. It might be beter to 
permit the new mediation arrange- 
ments to become operative and de- 
monstrably successful before bur- 
dening them with the highly ex- 
plosive question of binding decisions. 
This objective could then be ap- 
proached on a basis of gradual im- 
plementation as the principle be- 
came acceptable to public opinion. 


The power which the act would 
give the cabinet, to decide on an 
ad hoc basis which industries are 
essential, could have two unfavor- 
able effects. One is that any labor 
dispute could thereby become a 
political matter rather than a ques- 
tion to be settled solely on’ a judicial 
basis. And, equally disturbing, the 
parties to a dispute would enter the 
negotiating process without knowing 
in advance what the exact terms 
of reference were, since the cabinet 
could interject the factor of “public 
interest and welfare” in the last 
stage of the proceedings. 


These ‘disadvantages could per- 
haps pe overcome by empowering 
the commission to make the ques- 


tion of essentiality an integral part~ 


of the mediation process. Or “all 
doubts could be settled in advance 
by specifying in law which indus- 
tries or services are essential in the 
public interest, and adding to the 
list as experience and public accept- 
ance made this feasible. ; 

The proposed legislation is an 
attempt to meet one of the most 
difficult and demanding social and 
economic problems of cur time. Un- 
der such conditions the government 


would be wise to keep open a re- 


ceptive ear for further suggestions 
and advice. In the final analysis, the 
acceptance of labor, and of the pub- 
lic in general, must be won if legis- 
lation is to succeed. 


A Decision To Be Made 


N ITS FEBRUARY 28 EDITION 
of “Facts on Fish” the Fisheries 
Association of B.C. draws attention 
to rigorous regulations imposed by 
the Argentine over foreign fishing 
in seas extending 200 miles from 
its coastline. 

The publication notes that 
Argentina’s. action; parallels earlier 
decisions by Ecuador, Chile and 
Peru to claim territorial jurisdiction 
extending 200 miles from their 
shores. A glance at the map shows 
that effective enforcement of* this 
jurisdiction puts a fence around 
most of the western coast of South 
America, and a good deal of the 
eastern. Entering through the fence 
legally can be expensive for North 
American fishermen, but not so cost- 
ly as entering it illegally if they 
are caught. , 

The implication in the fisheries 
publication is twofold. Reference to 
the action of South American 
nations on seaboard rights suggests 
an example for Canada. And it also 
suggests that as fishing becomes 
more difficult for ‘Americans off 


South America, fishing may be more 
highly intensified off accessible 
North American coasts. 

“For many years now,” says 
Facts on Fish, “the Canadian gov- 
ernment has been considering and 
promising measures to reserve Cana- 
dian fisheries for Canadians. But 
apart from a recent declaration of 
a straight baseline for the 12-mile 
fishing limit off Labrador and part 
of Newfoundland, it has done little 
more than deliberate and talk.” 

It is no secret, of course, that the 
co-ordinates Canada desires to an- 
chor baselines for its declared 12- 
mile fisheries limits have not won 
approval from the United States. It 
seems doubtful that the decision of 
South American countries to’set 200- 
mile limits did, either. , : 

The Canadian fishing industry on 
the Pacific Coast has no alternative 
to exercising patience on the ques- 
tion, since only Canada can fix the 
baselines. But that patience is wear- 
ing very thin — as a Canadian gov- 
ernment beset with a large net full 
of troubles should realize. 


_ Seeds of Dissension 


ZECH GENERAL JAN SEJNA, 
who fled his-country one step 
ahead of an army shake-up which 
would likely have ended in his ar- 
rest, has placed the United States 
in an awkward position by his re- 
quest for political asylum. 

Defecting Communists, particu- 
larly if they have intelligence secrets 
to bargain with, are generally wel- 
come in western countries. But 
General Sejna is not a defecting 
Communist; on the contrary he is 
a hard-line Communist who appears 
to have been implicated in a plot 
to over-turn a more liberal .Czech 
regime and return power to the 
conservatives headed by President 
Novotny. 

The affair has taken on rather 
ludicrous overtones since the Czech 
embassy. in Washington demanded 
that General Sejna. be extradited 
and returned home to face charges 
of swindling the government out of 
some $20,000 in a deal involving 


grass and clover seed. It seems odd 
that the chief of the Communist 
party committee of the Czech Min- 
istry of National Defence, a mem- 
ber of the army’s general staff and 
of the presidium of the National As- 
sembly, would be dealing in these 
commodities. But since only criminal 
charges, not political, are valid 
ground for extradition, the $20,000 
swindle story was evidently neces- 
sary. 

Despite his background it would 
be uncharitable to. return the gen- 
eral to Czechoslovakia, whefé even 
a liberal Communist regime might 
toss him into prison for his political 
activities. But what does the United 
States want with‘a Communist gen- 
eral of Stalinist leanings, beyond 
the secrets he may be willing to 
divulge? It is a difficult question be- 
cause there could well be more men 
like General Sejna fleeing Com- 
munist. countries as the political 
climate of Eastern Europe changes.

The Gold of Truth in the Bed of Crocus Blooms 


E old gardener knelt on the soil 

of Vancouver Island today, not ex- 
actly in prayer but in a religious state of 
mind. He was kneeling among a. swarm 
of golden and purple 
crocus blossoms to 
extract certain un- 
wélcome weeds _and 
his thoughts of Chris- 
tian charity strayed 
to all the under-privi- 
leged Canadians east 
of the Pacific coast 
who have yet to see 
a simgle_ spring : 
flower. Especially he 
remembered, with a Hutchison 
compassion too deep for tears, the 265 
members of Parliament who pray daily 
for divine guidance but seldom seem to 
get it. 

Their anguish greatly moved the old 


gardener, though it does not often move | 


the public. They were locked up, like 
convicted criminals, in a stone prison, 
oddly enough, by their own free choice. 
Mankind, he reflected is a-queer species, 
the only one that ever imprisons itself 
voluntarily as the highest reward for 
national service. 

Having fought their elections, the 
prisoners were now fighting a kind of 
endless civil war, just short of violence. 
And for what reason? Because, presum- 
ably, they thought that the whole future 
of the nation depended upon half a dozen 
parliamentary. votes, or the passing 
whim of Real Caouette, who changed his 
mind regularly three times a day. But as 
the cld gardener saw it, the nation, 
outside the walls of Ottawa, was doing 
prettv well, except in Hansard and the 
headlines. 


The crocus blooms had appeared on 
schedule and went about their business 
as it they had never heard of 
Parliament. , They looked even more 
colorful. and glamorous than. Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau: and almost: as relaxed 


and stately as Robert Stanfield without 


any help from the telévision interviewers 
and the cosmetic make-up experts. 


The bees were buzzing noisily while 
they extracted thescrocus nectar without 
any regard for points of order, and 
ignorant of the new economics, were 
making a balanced budget of honey as no 
finance minister was able. to do 
nowadays. And from the swamp nearby 
the frog chorus was shouting a unani- 
mous vote of confidence in its mysteri- 
ous government without one voice of 
cpposition. 


Too Seriously 


Perhaps, the old gardener suspected, ~ 


the rulers of the nation took themselves 
too seriously when, in fact, their laws, 
for the most part, were ultra vires and 
impotent at this season, invalidated by a 
final court of appeal to which-men gave 
various names. 


Anyway, only a tiny minority of Cana- 
dian life, animal, insect and vegetable, a 
fraction too. small to be written in 
figures, paid the slightest attention .to 
Parliament. Even among the 20 million 
human inhabitants, a fraction of a 
fraction, interest was minimal and brief, 
most of them being far more concerned 
with private affairs untouched by any 
statute. 


And yet the parliamentarians argued

Beneath it, the frail 
crocus fought desperately for life against 
the more powerful weeds, the gardener’s 
shrubs contended with the roots of the 
mighty oaks and in a few days his first 
potato seeds must meet the market 
competition of destroying insects, spores. 
and diseases innumerable. From Privy 
Council chamber to the remote wilder- 


ness the same process was under way in 
the springtime. 


Well, at least the non-human conten- ~ 


ders for leadership managed to conduct 
their warfare with some semblance of 
order as the humans evidently could not, 
and the result, a dependable cabinet 
solidarity, was never in doubt. The true 
leaders invariably emerged ‘in the end, 
the incompetents were silently pushed 
aside and by the ultimate democratic 
method the majority prevailed without a 
division bell, a counting of votes or a 
weary witticism from T. C. Douglas. 


Kneel Humbly 


It might be a -good thing, the 
gardener concluded, if Parliament could 
leave its self-chosen cell for an hour or 
two, kneel humbly amid the crocus 
blooms and. realize that it didn’t really 
amount to much in the general scheme. 
Unfortunately, in frigid Ottawa, the 
crocuses would bloom too late to solve 
the latest crisis as it was already solved 
on Vancouver Island. Queen Victoria had 
put the capital in the wrong place, far 
from reality. 

Still, the gardener had not entirely 


lost his faith in man’s fragile iaws, and © 


with a gesture of respect at the end of 
the day he partook of a cheap beverage, 
highly taxed to make it expensive. 
Though Parliament might fail everywere 
else, it rarely failed in that vital task, 
But happily, for all its power, it could 
not tax anything of importance. All the 
important things would be offered cheap 
at the spring bargain counter, so long as 
Parliament didn’t hear about them. So 
he resolved to keep his secret as no 
cabinet ever can.

A Glimmer of Hope for Middle East Peace Talks 


FAINT glow of hope for peace in 

the Middle East has begun to ap- 
pear here. It is so faint, and so 
evanescent, that people who are cultivat- 
ing it scarcely dare 
to* speak above a 
whisper. But it is 
there. This. a wel- 
come piece of news, 
indeed, in a world so 
plagued by conflict 
that one scarcely 
knows where violence 
will break out next. 
A UN mediator, Dr. 
Gunnar V. Jarring. of 
Sweden, seems—at <2 
this writing—on the verge of bringing 
Israel and two of the Arab states, the 
United Arab Republic. and Jordan, 
together for indirect péace talks. 

No one equates conversations, if they 
occur, with an early peace settlement; 
but the mere fact of negotiations would 
be «an achieyvernent well beyond the 
expectations of many observers at the 
time the three-month-old Jarring mission 
was launched. 

Its importance can be measured by 
estimating the world’s reaction if a UN 
mediator seemed about to bring the 
United States, North Vietnam, South 
Vietnam and the National Liberation 
Front into. an active exchange of views, 
through him, on a Vietnam settlement. 


Eat Their Words 


Péace’ talks are no easier to achieve 
in the Mideast than they would be for 
Vietnam. If anything, they are harder. 
Antagonisms and rigidities extending 
back for generations are having to be 
submerged. 

Both the.Arabs and Israel are having 
to eat their words, 

The Arabs are having to swallow-a 
‘pledge never to negotiate with Israel 
until after all occupied territory had 
been surrendered. 

For many months, they tried to 
persuade themselves that ~ diplomatic 
pressure in the UN, plus intermittent 


. @emanc that peace 


guerriila &rrorism and the threat 
implicit in a Soviet-backed re-armament 
program could lure or force Israeli 
troops back behind the prewar armistice 
lines. : : 

That hope. was always an illusion. The 
Arabs now appear to recognize this. 
They seem ready to talk-about-paying-a 
political and military price to purchase 
an Israeli withdrawal. 

If so, this is a major gain in the 
direction of realism. 

In return, Israel has abandoned a 
talks take place 
directly between the parties, without. an 
intermediary. 

She is also helping the Arabs save 
face by “‘accepting’’ a UN resolution 
which the Arabs say commits her to put 
all her conquered territory on the 
bargaining table. 

The resolution, passed by the 15-natoin 
Security Council last Nov. 22, did not say 


Israel should withdraw from ‘“‘ail” 
occupied territory: it said “. .. from 
territories occupied in the recent con- 
flict.” 

The word “all” was deliberately 
omitted, at Israel's insistence, in order 
to open the door to possible retention of 
East. Jerusalem,. Gaza and perhaps 
portions of the former Jordanian West 
Bank, 

Israel still does not agree with the 
Arab contention that “all” was implicit 
in the resolution. But she apparently is 
willing once again to paper over and 
obscure the disagreement, just as the 
Security Council did last fall in order to 
get Jarring’s mission authorized. 

Exactly what territory will in fact be’ 
evacuated, and how high a price the 
Arabs will pay for the withdrawal, are 
still very much in doubt. 

The Israeli asking price remains what 
it has always been: a binding peace 


Nature Rambles

As you drive over the Island Highway 
to Niagara Canyon for a hike up to the 
falls, you can note the wonderful colors 
along the route. The alders in some 
places are in full pollen as well as the 
hazel. They, mingled with the grey-white 
of the willows, provide a contrast to the 
background of the conifers. 

As you clamber up to the falls, stop 
and look at the poly-pody ferns growing 
out of the rock face. Some of them are 
over 14 inches in length. They wave as 
the spray from the tumbling waters falls 
on them, ’ 

Stop and examine some of the 
beautiful mosses that cling to the rocks. 
See the rosette flower-like form of some 
ard others with a hair-like stem tipped 
by a tiny spore capsule. 

Along-the-way-there-is.a small shelf. 
Growing ‘there are a group of young 
mapies. On’ every one of them, to a 
height of about a foot, are mossés. They 


are all even in the height of the moss 
growth. Perhaps this is the result of the 
constant mist from the falls. 

As you turn around the bend, the falls 
come into view. They are spectacular, 
with the water breaking on the rocky 
ledges. -As you watch, the pattern 
changes every second afd the water is 
milky white as it picks up air. 

The pool at the foot-seems to boil, 
forming miniature waves that tumble 
over the rocky lip. and. rush down 
stream. 

The bed of this stream is entirely 
comprised of rock of many forms, shapes 
and sizes. As the water pours over them 
it changes its pattern every few yards. 

Since the stream bed is made up of 
many dykes and faults, a great deal of 
the water goes “underground”, When it 
reaches the culvert the stream has only 
half the water that was seen to leave 


the pool.

treaty, establishing recognized borders 
and permitting free use of waterways in 
the area, including the Suez Canal.

Other elements of the negotiating 
picture seem less rigidly frozen than 
they were last November. 

Demilitarized zones — except where 
they. are most needed: namely, on the 
Syrian frontier—might not be an in- 
superable problem, UN people believe. 
Israeli use ofthe Gulf of Aquaba 
undoubtedly could be reaffirmed. 

The Suez Canal is something else 
again. On occasion, Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser has seemed to hint 
that it might be made available, at least 
to Israeli: cargoes, if there were to be a 
satisfactory refugee settlement. 

But “satisfactory” in his eyes pre- 
sumably would mean a massive repatri- 
ation of more than a million Arabs to 
Israel, and-this-does not seem to bein 
the cards. ‘ 7 

Thus the gap between the two sides 
remains great. But itris not true that it 
is as wide asvit was the day the war 
ended. 

In seeking to arrange preconditions 
for a negotiation, Jarring has chipped 
away at the fitinges of -substantive 
differences. separating the parties.

Americans Have Lost Control

SAIGON —I have 
never known Saigon like 
this. -It is a city under 
siege. 

It is not the only Viet- 
namese city under siege 
—today they all are in 
varying dégrees—but it 
is the key to the war, 
and there are two Viet 
Cong divisions on its out- 
skirts. 


Last week a senior Ameri- 
can officer on General West- 
moreland’s staff admitted 
that:*there-.are 15,000 Viet 
Cong troops-a few kilometres 
away and that perhaps they 
ean come in. It .was an 
unusual admission, and re- 
freshing to the experienced 
American correspondents 
here, who have been~becom- 
ing more and more fed up 
with of ficially-pronounced 
“ageressive optimism.” 

All night and every night 
now, the Viet Cong rockets 
crash on-government positions 
around the city. The city 
limits. are lit by rings of 
flares. You can see streams 
of tracers going down from 
American gunships (armed 
helicopters), and sometimes 
they go up over the rooftops 
in Cholon and other areas of 
the city as well. 


Fourth Time 


A Vietnamese banker from 
the North, normally un- 
flustered, goes out of his way 
to come up to me to ask 
anxiously if there is news of 
the war. He does not wait for 
an answer: ‘Look, let me tell 
you something. I have lost 
everything three times 
already—in 1945, 1948 ahd 
1954. Now I. think there’s 
going to be a fourth time. I 
can tell you Saigon is ripe for 
it."” 

He is not frightened, only 
resigned. , 

Mr. Biaggi, the 70-year-old 
Corsican who has run a 
crumbling hotel and restaur- 
ant here since he left the 
French army in 1918, is 
unruffled as always but 
unusually grave. Pursing and 
unpursing his lips in a face as 
wrinkled as the Massif 
Central, he says, “They are 
all young people, the Viet 
Cong.” 

“Nostradamus, the great 
occulist, predicted tragedy 
this year, Monsieur,” he says, 
dimly--uncorking _ his bitter 
Algerian wine. “Fortunately I 
have only a few years more. I 
can live on a tomato and a 
piece of ‘bread a day.” Mr. 
Biaggi’ has no intention of 
abandoning his restaurant or 
his Vietnamese wife. “After 
all, even the Viet Cong have to 
eat.” 


Besieged Forts 

This week I flew down to 
the delta to find ‘the country- 
side not besieged but overrun. 
The provincial and district 
capitals, the strongholds of 
government, are like so many 
Fort Zindeneufs besieged by 
oncoming Tuaregs. 

The Viet Cong surround 
them,. and pour mortar and 
rocket fire into them nightly. 
The country is wholly out of 
government control and with 
it the majority of the peasant 
population of South Vietnam. 

Arriving in My Tho, «the

helicopter dives down over a 
great section of the little 
provincial capital that looks 
as if an atomic bomb had hit 
it.

An American jet air strike 
is going on not far away, 
sending up columns of thick, 
black smoke. The helicopter 
waits a few minutes on the 
strip. A humorous American 
boarding it says, ““Welcome*to 
My Tho, sleep well.” 

As elsewhere the Viet Cong 
penetrated deep into My Tho. 
The bus station is littered 
with charred corpses of Chev- 
rolet buses. For blocks around 
houses are flattened by ghells 
or as punctured as Gruyere 
cheese. People move about 
the wreckage salvaging what 
they can. 

Outside -a,bullet-scarred 
house. a youngish Vietnamese 
pilot with a wispy beard says: 
“My father was killed in the 
Tet attack. Do you know what 
my friends say? ‘We want 
peace. Let those people on 
both sides who want their war 
go and fight it far away 
somewhere. The strongest will 
win and the people will go 
with whoever wins, whoever it 
is. Let them only leave the

people out of it. : 


Large Bunker 


The Americans and Vict- 
mamese army were caught 
completely by surprise here. 
Yet the Viet Cong had built a 
Jarge concrete bunker just 
inside the town limits. It had 
been there a month. How 
many Vietnamese must have 


known about it? — But 
nobody spoke. 
Another humiliation for 


Allied intelligence: just before 
the Tet holiday, two well- 
dressed Vietnamese called on 
the manager of one of the 
major Vietnamese hotels in 
My Tho. They had a party of 
friends coming from Saigon 
for Tet, they said, and booked 
rooms. 

The party duly arrived, then 
locked up the manager and 
unpacked their weapons. They 
were Viet Cong, and when the 
fighting began the hotel 
became their operational 
headquarters. 

The South : Vietnamese 
Army’s method of fighting in 
the towns: Dig in. Never 
advance, Wait a few hours to 
pin-point the enemy. Hope the 
civilians are out of the. way. 
Then blast the area with 
mortars, artillery rockets and 
anything else to hand. 

A government official work- 


ing in a refugee centre in My 
Tho that was once a high 
school — all schools have 
been —-closed_— until-— further 
notice — has had time to 
prepare the inevitable charts 
that plague Vietnamese 
bureacuracy. He thinks there 
are 185 civilians killed here, 
1,000 wounded, 5,000 homeless. 

Another official. produces 
other figures: 5,120 families 
homeless, 35,000 people in all. 
My Tho is said to have a 
population of about 85,000. 

An old woman crouches in-& 
schoolroom, with a tiny child 
scooping up rice from a bowl. 
She says, “My house was 
destroyed by bombing. I am 
afraid to go back there. If the 
Viet Cong come back. the 
artillery will start again.” 


Lights Work 


In the modern American 
Civilian Operations Centre 
there is relief that the electric 
light is. working. The Viet 
Cong failed to knock out the 
power station, but the South 
Vietnamese Army did its best 
by shelling it. Half the town 
spends the night in darkness. 
They also succeeded in 
severing the transmission 
wires at the local radio, which 
the Americans had_ spent 
painful months setting up. 
_The senior American infor- 
mation man is a live-wire who 
has taken the trouble to learn 
fluent Vietnamese. He has 
three colleagues staying-in his 
house. One or two of them 
had been obliged to lie under 
their beds’ during the Tet 
attack while Viet Cong 
soldiers used their houses as 
strong points. 

They are all nervous. They 
have been mortared almost 
nightly since Tet. They think 
the Viet Cong could come 
back. There are jet strikes 
and gunfire all round My Tho 
uritil evening darkness and 
silence falls. 


Not Positive 


We eat dinner by candle- 


light. ‘‘You know, I’ve.-sure 
Jost that positive attitude I 
had. two weeks ago,” an 


American says, as we wait for 
the Viet-Cong to open up. 

Every American — except 
some officers who adopt a 
boys-will-be-boys attitude is 
bitter about the indiscriminate 
Vietnamese Army looting. It 
happened in Saigon. It. has 
happened on a grand scale in 
the delta — where the major 
effort to. win Vietnamese 
hearts and minds ‘has lasted 
three years.

Rhodesia has been a thorn 
in the side of Britain's Harold 
Wilson for the last three years 
and this week he felt the sting 
more than_ ever. 
gambled and lost.in-a political 
chess game with Premier Tan 
Smith in which three African 
convicts were the pawns. 

The three Negroes were 
among 100 sentenced to death 
for crimes of murder and 
terrorism in: Rhodesia. 

After months of dithering 
with ineffectual economic 
measures which he hoped 
would bring Smith to his 
knees, Wilson decided to take 
a stand on a somewhat shaky 
constitutional issue. 

When a date for hanging the 


trio was set, Queen Elizabeth,” 


acting on Wilson’s ‘advice, 
jssued a decree ordering that 
the sentences be commuted. 

Since Smith led the white 
settlers’ rebellion in- 1965 his 
government has professed 
continuing allegiance to the 
Crown despite the political 
break, and Wilson apparently 
believed the decree would be 
obeyed. 

But Smith obviously decided 
the time had come to make a 
final gesture of defiance 
against Britains 

After a four-day delay the 
executions were carried out at 
9 a.m. Wednesday in the 
central prison in. Salisbury 
while relatives of the doomed 
men wailed outside the walls. 

By his action Smith showed 
up the weakness of the British 
government as well as eroding 
even more. the . symbolic 
power of the monarchy. 

It was forecast that Smith's 
next move will be to declare 
Rhodesia an independent re- 
public. ‘ 

The question was, what will 
Wilson do now? There was 


Wilson, 


talk in London of laying 
murder chargés against the 
Rhodesian officials for order- 
ing and carrying out the 
executions, but that would be 
little more than a gesture. 
Short of an invasion, there 
seemed little further action 
that would be effective 
against the Smith. regime. 
Wilson has ,steadfastly re- 
jected the idea of using force, 
but he came under increasing 
pressure after the executions 
from the Black African na- 
tions-to_use troops. ahs

While there was general 
condemnation of Smith for 
carrying out. the hangings, 
much of the criticism “was 
aimed at Britain for her 
vacillation,. Government 
spokesmen in Zambia, Kenya 
and Ethiopia all had harsir 
words--for the British and 
demanded the use of military 
force. 

There was no official reac- 
tion to. the hangings -in 
Washington but the. U.S. gov- 
ernment let its feelings be 
known during the week when 
it refused a visa for Smith to 
visit the country. 

He had been invited by “a 
group of students: to speak at 
the University of Virginia. 
The state department. said 
merely the application was 
turned down because the U.S. 
does not recognize the present 
Rhodesian. government. 

e 

There was another African 
country in the news this week, 
the tiny equatorial state of 
Gabon. : 

A.- former French - colony 
which still retains close tiés 
with Paris, Gabon ruffled the 
feathers . of the Canadian 
government. by sending an 


invitation for an international 
education conference directly 
to Quebec, bypassing Ottawa. 

The federal government saw 
the fine hand of Charles~ de 
Gaulle behind the move and 
dashed off an angry protest. 
Diplomatic relations 
Gabon were also suspended. 

Predictably the. affair 
touched off a new row be- 
tween. Ottawa and Quebec, 
which is all President de 
Gaulle could have desired in 
the first place, if indéed he 
was involved. 


Canada took more steps this 
week to buttress her dollar. 

After. earlier withdrawing 
reserves from the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund the 
government’ now has been 
granted standby credits from 
the U.S. Export-Import Bank 
and the Bank for International 
Settlements to create a total 
of $4.5 billion to put behind 
the dollar if necessary. 

The action was taken after 
another hectic week on the 
international money markets 
in -which there was heavy 
pressure on the dollar and the 
pound sterling. Continued 
heavy gold buying touched.off 
more rumors that the U.S, is 
preparing to raise the price of 
gold, which would in effect 
devalue the dollar. 


Finance Minister Mitchell 
Sharp also brought down a 
new tax measure this week to 
replace the 5 per cent income 
tax surcharge defeated in the 
Commons: The . new — plan 
includes a 3 per cent -sur- 
charge which hits -hardest at 
the upper income tax brackets 
as well as a new surcharge on 
corporation taxes.

Insecure 


Two years ago I took a 
Vietnamese bus from Saigon 
into the delta: it would be 
most unwise today. Every 
road is insecure in _ this 
heavily-populated area. 

“Insucure” means this: that 
if you stick your nose outside 
almost any delta town without 
a massive army escort you 
will almost certainly get a 
bullet through the head. 
Today you may’ well get a 
bullet through the head in the 
delta towns too. . 

The small, one-engined 
plane taking me to the delta 
capital, Can To, revs up and 
takes off almost vertically to 
avoid possible Viet Cong 
snipers. On the edge of My 
Tho, an American helicopter: 
was shot down not long ago. 
The bodies of the crew were 
so mutilated — they were 
disembowelled among . other 
things — that nobody could 


identify them, We fly over_ 
the familiar chessboard , 


countryside, like the land- 
scape in Alice Through The 
Looking Glass.” 

At the hospital, the admini- 
strator is outraged because at 
this time of crisis, with 
civilian casualties mounting, 
the government has ordered 
that his three Vietnamese 
anaesthetists are to be re- 
drafted into the army. Once 
drafted, likelier than not, they 
will not serve as medical 
officers: but as ordinary line 
troops. 


No Reply 


“T have asked three times 
that their draftings should be 
delayed to have time to find 
replacements. But, anyway, 
no reply,” said the Viet- 
namese doctor in charge. 

American _ agricultural 
advisers hang around towns 
like Can To and My-Tho, now 
unable -to work. . Pathetic 
charts. demonstrating the pig 
distribution program remain 
pinned to government office 
walls, but no pigs can be 
distributed. 

The Vietnamese peasant 
hearts and minds have been 
left to follow. their whim. 
Northing matters much 
except the defence of Saigon 
and the. towns. 

In a back-street coffee shop 
in Can To, a Vietnamese 
youth in the revolutionary 
development cadre force said: 
“Some of the people in the 
hamlet we-were working in, 
before we were withdrawn 
here, wept when we left. They 
were very, frightened because 
the Viet Cong would come in. 
But we must stay here, as 
security for Can To, so the 
whole basis of pacification— 
continuity of security for 
villagers who embraced the 
government—is_ shattered.” 

“Let-me tell you what one 
Vietnamese citizen feels,” 
said_an official before I left 
for Saigon. “The government 
and the Viet Cong both want 
to win the people. But the 
Viet Cong hit the people 
indirectly, we hit directly. 
That’s the difference. . 

“The Vietnamese people 
want peace — at any price, I 
should say. But I don’t think 
we can have peace very soon 
because both sides, you see, 
think they are winning. But 
nobody can win, It’s a very 
particular war. Nobody can 
win.’’

MOSCOW—How much 
has Russia really changed 
since Stalin’s death in 
1953, and what may be 
expected of the future? 


Opinions vary, as always. 
Yet, among the many foreign- 
ers who come to Russia, to 
yisit or to serve v several 
years, there is a curious but 
revealing difference in .per- 
spective between two distinct 
groups. 

Those visitors coming back 
after an absence 
four or five years are all 
impressed with how the Soviet 
Union has changed for the 
better: there is more food and 
better clothing, there are 
handsome modern buildings 
under construction, the new 
generation is ‘“‘Western” and 
refreshing. 

One might imagine that 
visitors returning after 10 or 
20 years — particularly those 
who’ knew Stalin’s time — 
would be even more im- 
pressed. Quite the contrary, 
Almost without exception, such 
visitors are depressed by their 
return. 


Suspicion 


“Fundamentally,” they said, 
“nothing has changed.” They 
cite the official suspicion of 
foreigners, the censorship and 
propaganda, the inscrutability 
of the bureaucracy, the con- 
tinuing psychological’ gulf 
among Russians between “us’’ 
and “them” ‘ruled and 
rulers), the oppressive 
ambiguity introduced into all 
human relations by the 
ubiquitous activities of the 
police. 

Pressed closely, such pes- 
simists will admit that, for 
the overwhelming majority of 
the Soviet population, life is 
indeed much less difficult 
than in Stalin’s time. 


“There can be simply no 


comparison with those days of 
famine, mass deportations 
and bloody purges. And yet, it 
is argued, Russia has changed 
far less in these years than 
the West, or even. than 
Yugoslavia or Hungary. 

Moreover, it has changed 
considerably less than many 
Russians, and their Western 
friends, had hoped in the 
wake of Stalin’s death. 


Just. Shrug 


One Western observer who 
has known Russia intimately 
over three decades recently 
put it this way: “When I was 
here in 1955, all my Russian 
friends thought this country 
was really on its way at last 
— the sky-was the limit. Even 
in 1959, lots of people still 
thought Russia would make it 
after all. Now, the same 
people just shrug their shoul- 
ders.” 

Such observers are as right, 
and as wrong, as_ those 
impressed by mini-skirts and 
glass skyscrapers. For Russia 
has always been the land

statements are simultaneously 
true; and~-the interplay be- 
tween the Stalinist heritage, 
older Russian traditions, the 
influence of the West-and the 
dynamic ~of—medern tech- 
nology has been all the more 
subtle and complex because it 
is largely taking place below 
the surface of ‘great events,” 
in the minds of a people 
accustomed to keeping their 
innermost thoughts to them- 
selves, 


It is, therefore, foolhardy to 
risk striking a balance, for 
one is immediately trapped by 
impossible value judgments — 
such as whether it is more 
important that millions’ now 
have their own small ‘apart- 
ments, or that Russian read- 
ers continue to be deprived of 
major: writings by Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn and the late 
Boris Pasternak. 


Yet, if one must sum up the 
post-Stalin years in some 
fashion, one may say that: 

—-The most positive achieve- 
ments, largely material, have 
affected tens of millions of 
ordinary Soviet citizens. 


—The greatest. problems for 
Russia’s future arise from the 
condition of its political insti- 
tutions and ruling caste. 

—The most disturbing 
aspects of current . Soviet 
society are reflected in. the 
troubled emotions of young~ 
writers, artists, scientists and 
students. 


End of Terror 


In the realm. of individual 
freedoms, the major accom- 
plishment was surely the end 
of wholesale, indiscriminate 
terror and the dismantling of 
most forced-labor camps. 
Foreign tourists were wel- 
comed, the jamming of for- 
eign-broadcasts ended. 

Cultural horizons widened 
sufficiently to. permit the 
revival of many long-sup- 
pressed works (mostly by- 
writers safely dead, like 
Dostoyevsky and Bulgakov). 
The. door was opened for 
Stravinsky, though not for 
Chagall or Nabokov. Still, 
Russia today has yet to regain 
the relative cultural freedom 
of the 1920s, just as the 
piecemeal economic reforms 
of the -present brook no 
comparison: with Lenin’s truly 
radical New Economic Policy 
(1921-28). 

The most problematic 
aspect of today’s Russia is the 
state of its ruling establish- 
ment, which can be described 
as unusually “stable” or 
“sclerotic,” depending on 
one’s viewpoint. 

The old institutions shaped 
by Stalin have shown a 
remarkable impermeability to 
change. There remain the 
confusing duplications of 
party and government and 
trade unions, central and local 
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authorities, collective and 
state farms, politburo. and 
secretariat at the very centre 
of party power. 

Not only institutions but 
individuals have shown great 
staying power. -Despite the 
“conflict of generations,” 
seniority remains firmly en- 
trenched in many spheres of 
life. 


Old People 


At the theatre, one-still sees 
fat. fifty-yearolds playing 
young girls. At Pravda,.one 
meets gloomy old editors and 
commentators who performed 
as dutifdlly for Stalin as they 
do now for Brezhnev. The 
Soviet armed forces contain 
more “active” marshals, 
admirals and~ generals~ be- 
tween the ages of 55 and 70 
than any military establish- 
ment in history. 

In the ruling party central 
committee, 35 members — a 
fifth of the total — date back 
to 1952. Premier Kosygin and 
chief ideologist Mikhail Suslov 
joined the “top 400’? in 1939. 
Even the “youth” of the 
current politburo, Alexander 
Shelepin, who is 50, headed 
the young Communist league 
under Stalin. 

The durability of pre-1953 
Soviet institutions. and _ offi- 
cials evoke different reactions 
among thinking Russians. 
Some welcome the slow diffu- 
sion of power, the painful 
processes of comipromise, the 
absence of a single “firm 
hand,” the” political inertia 
which means “they leave us 
alone.” 


Others yearn for. organic 
liberalization on Yugoslav or 


even Western lines. Still 
others: dream of a ~ bold, 
creative, westernizing new 


despot, ‘a second Peter the 
Great,” to shatter the crust of 
custom, rout the vested inter- 
ests, and open Russia to 
Europe once more. 


Serious Concern 


It is the youth who are most 
restless, and have been the 
most serious long-range con- 
cern of the leadership 
throughout the 1960s. As in 
the West, some of the young 
people have’ become political 
rebels; many - more have 
simply become apathetic to 
anything smacking ~ of - “‘poli- 
tics.” Still others have found 
outlets for their idealism as 
pioneers in Siberia and Cen- 
tral Asia. Many, of course, 
conform to the accepted 
standards. 

Yet, among Soviet youth as 
a whole, the desire for 
personal fulfillment — for a 
rewarding individual life, for 
new frontiers of experience in 
science, the arts, the profes- 
sions and (not least) personal 
travel — is clearly far, far 
stronger than devotion to the

political “cause,” however 
that cause may be defined. 

The writers and poets of the 
younger ~~ generation may, 
therefore, offer the clearest 
clues to the Russian future. 
Inadequately . described as 
“liberals,” they bear a far 
closer resemblance to. ‘their 
contemporaries in the .West 
than to the yeung_Communists 
who denounced-their—parents 
under Stalin. 

Considering Soviet condi- 
tions, it is remarkable how 
few of them have ever been 
enlisted in the service of anti- 
western propaganda — and 
how many of them have 
risked name and status to 
help defend those of their 
number. under-attack, like the 
imprisoned writers Andrei Sin- 
yavsky and Yuli Daniel. In the 
Russian tradition, they feel 
obliged to speak for their 
people, and they aré. admired 
for-it among the scientists of 
Novosibirsk as among. the 
pioneers at Bratsk. 

It is precisely: these young 
writers who now appear to be 
undergoing a kind of moral 
crisis, a conflict with the old 
guard (in literature and poli- 
tics), stemming from their 
own disappointed expectations 
that things should and would 
be vastly différent after 1956. 


Broadér Mood 


Yevtushenko, normally the 
mest adaptable of the lot, 
nevertheless appears to- have 
expressed the broader tmood 
in a new poem, ostensibly the 
monologue of an Alaskan fdx: 
«|. | He who was born in a 

cage, misses the cage. ~ 

With horror I understood that 

I love

behind net

Wilting Iris 
Blooms Again 


THE NICE AND THE GOOD, 
by Iris Murdoch. Clarke, 
Irwin.

Admirers of Iris Murdoch 
should raise a cheer; with this 
book, she is back once again 
in top form. 

Her last three novels have 
been something of a dis- 
appointment. 

She is a past master of the 
fable, in which characters 
representing different aspects 
of the subject in hand revolve 
around a central situation so 
that their actions and desires 
reflect against each other and 
provide an ironic commen- 
tary upon the novel’s main 
theme. 

Her last important book, 
The Unicorn, took these 
devices about as far as they 
could go. 

One was left with the uneasy 
feeling that her characters 
were in danger of becoming 


mere pawns to be moved 
around the novel's comic 
boards at will. 

The failure of Miss Mur- 
doch’s. subsequent novels sug- 
gested an attempt to break 
out of this format. 

She tried to broaden her 
approach with the historical 
material of The Red ahd the 
Green, while The Italian Girl 
represented a retreat to the 
simplest level of her comic 
style where seemingly ordi- 
nary situations were blown up 
into cataclysmic proportions, 
each major event building to 
a surprise climax. The result 
was an uninspiring self- 
parody. 

Her new novel, The Nice 
and-the Good, is everywhere 
stamped with her charac- 
teristic \flavor, but although 
she has gone back to the high 
style of her best work, the 
book is not another retreat 
into self imitation. 

She has in fact extended her 
range at last. 


Murdochian Surprises Gentler 


The novel's tightly woven 
structure is engineered in a 
much ~ mellower way; the 
Murdochian surprises -are 
gentler and appear to be more 
closely the result of the 
characters. in action. Her 
comedy is subdued to the 
world she creates, rather than 
cutting across it>.so that her 
fable seems nearer to the 
immediacy of real life. 


Her premise here is thatthe 
Good are those who are able 
to live out their lives un- 
selfishly, resisting the tempta- 
tion to use others-in order to 
indulge themselves and refus- 
ing to meddle in other 
people’s problems, 


The Nice, on the other hand, 
tend to be meddlers whom 
other people admire for their 
so-called good hearts but who 
in reality understand very 
little of themselves or their 


a 


Such a one is John Ducane, 
chastened by the drives of a 
Puritan conscience but unable 
to.believe in God or—finally— 
in himself, Yet on the surface 
he is just the man to handle 
problems, 

Reliable, good-hearted John, 

If’ someone feels lonely, 
Teave him to John. Marriage 
on the rocks? . .. let John sort 
it out, A suicide in the of- 
fice? . , . then bring in John to 
investigate officially. 

Yet life, as Miss Murdoch 


“makes clear, is not simply a 


matter of cause and effect. 

Destiny is as much 4 
mechanical thing as it is 
purposeful, so that when one 
attempts to clear things up 
one may let loose a great deal 
more than one bargained for. 

And it is. here that Miss 
Murdoch has managed to 
build the stylized structure of 
her plot into the very meaning 
of her book. 


Mechanical Happy Ending 


One of her characters has 
this to say about human 
beings: “We are the most 
mechanical thing of all. That 
is why we can be forgiven.” 


Consequently, she ends her 
fable of Love in all its degrees 
of selfishness with a mechani- 
cally happy ending. 


The characters drift out of - 


the book in their appropriate 
pairs, 

Yet the trite neatness ofthe 
pairing is a delicious irony;

HEATHER, by Wemyss 
Cavaick, Vancouver, Mitchell 
Press. 275 pp. $6.95. 

The Uprooted Heather is a 
short novel written by a 
Vancouver businessman under 
the pen name of Wemyss 
Cavaik. It tells the story of 
the first band of Selkirk 
Settlers to found homes in 
what is now Manitoba. 

Canadian readers will find it 

an interesting and informative 
tale. 
. It traces the background of 
this group of Scots from the 
year 1746, when the High- 
landers were defeated by the 
Duke of Cumberland, through 
the severe repression that 
followed, to the inhuman 
evictions suffered by them at 
the hands of the Countess of 
Sutherland. 

Homeless and starving, be- 
trayed by the government and 
their landlords, these hardy 
Scots were being decimated 
by sickness and disease as 
they clung to the rocky shores 
of their windswept beaches. 
They were rescued from their 
plight by Lord Selkirk. 


Merely Hints 


Unfortunately, Cavaick does 
not give his readers a Satis- 
factory portrait of this enig- 
matic eighteenth century 
nobleman. 

The complexity of Selkirk’s 
character ‘is. merely hinted at, 
but the reader never has an 
opportunity to see Selkirk the 
shrewd financier in juxtaposi- 
tion with Selkirk the humani- 
tarian. 

There seems to be no 
awareness of the uncertainty 
among historians as to 
whether. Selkirk brought the 
settlers to the new land out of 
sympathy, or primarily to 
protect his. heavy investment 
in the Hudson’s Bay Com- 


Similarly, in his depiction of 
Governor Semple, the victim 
of the Massacre at Sevenoaks, 
Cavaick fails to show the 
blundering stupidity of the 
man. The reader_sees him as 
a mere cipher, a fop totally 
ignorant of the ways of the 
frontier. 

In fact, The Uprooted 
Heather is at its best when it 
is depicting the scenes of suf- 
fering that attended the lives 
of the Selkirk Settlers. 

Across the North Atlantic 
they journeyed, to Hudson 
Bay. 


Group Heroism 


There they found that ade- 
quate preparations had not 
been made for their arrival. 

In the arctic winter they 
were forced ‘to travel over- 
land, women and children 
alike, from Fort Churchill to 


York Factory, and thence by 


canoe the following summer 
to the site of what is now 
Winnipeg. 

There is no_ well-defined 
hero; the heroism is the unity 
and strength that bound the 
group together and permitted 
it to survive.

In The Pyramid, Golding 
again creates a profoundly 
moving work of art. 

He has this time used a 
form new for him, dividing 
the book into three tales each 
of which could stand alone, 
and unifying them by the 
person of the narrator, by the 
setting and—but this is subtle 
and tenuous—by the common 
themes of love and sex, of 
change as growth and decay, 
of the insoluble contradictions 
of man's condition. 

He allows the three tales to 
Teflect upon one another, with 
mirror-images in depth. 

In the first tale the narra- 
tor, Oliver, fills in time 
between winning a scholarship 
in chemistry and going to 
Oxford. 

He tries to sublimate in 
music his unrequited love for 
Imogen, but is drawn Into a 
sexy affair with a young 
nymphomaniac called signifi- 
cantly Evie. 

At first proud of his cori- 
quest, Oliver passes through a 
series of. emotional states, 
hating Evie because he needs 
her, despising her social in- 
feriority, fearing the disgrace 
and loss of his career if she 
should have a baby, and even 
admiring her toughness. 

At last he is reduced to self- 
loathing, when_.hefjnds ‘that 
Evie as a climax to her 
varied exploits has goaded his 
father into spying upon them 
with binoculars.~ 

Weeping uncontrollably, “TI 


stood, a heap of dung;yearng - 


ing desperately for some 
sewer up which I might crawl 
and reach my parents, kneel, 
be forgiven, so that the days 
of our innocence might return 
again. I stood, watching him 
make up prescriptions for all 
the ailments of Stilbourne.” 

In the first coda to this tale, 
Oliver comments briefly upon 
the social conventions . of 
Stilbourne, and in the second 
he recounts a further. meeting 
with Evie, two years later. 
Even Oliver can perceive that

dreadful ladder.” 

They talk bricfly, she makes

Oliver himself comes 
in and out of her story, first 
as a toddler being pushed in 
his go-cart, then as a most 
unwilling pupil, as neighbor— 
but always as insensitive. 

Oliver becomes here almost 
the chorus of a_ classical 
tragedy, achieving a few 
belated. recognitions and re- 
versals of opinion while he 
meditates over the expensive, 
ironical monument which 
covers poor Miss Dawlish. 

He realizes that Miss Daw- 
lish had for years loved her 
protege the garage-owner who 
has mechanized Stilbourne. 

He remembers a previous 
visit, when Miss Dawlish told 
him that she had always 
wanted to be not a music 
teacher but a veterinarian. 

Now Oliver himself, | as he 


reveals first in this tale, had 


once considered giving up 
science for music, since he 
had perfect pitch jand an 
intense love for music. 

At that time Miss Dawlish 
said bitterly, “Go| into the 
garage~business if you want to 
make money. As for me, I 
shall have to slave at music 
till I drop down dead.” 

Under pressure from his 
parents, and receiving no 
encouragement from Miss 
Dawlish, Olivier won his 
scholarship in chemistry and 
gradually gave up playing.

“I feel a sense of duty to 
Sheldon. After all, he was the 
first man to hire a_ black 
American, as co-star of a 
television’ adventure series. 
He did so in full knewlegde of 
the power of bigotry and 
racism in this country. Why 
did Nat King Cole fail as a 
weekly television performer? 
Because he was a Negro. 

“We were picked to fail. 
The collapse of I Spy would 
have been another affirmation 
for the question of whether 
this country is as bigoted as it 
has seemed to be. Yet Sheldon 
was willing to -take the 
chance. 

‘He did so knowing that on 
the show this black American 
would shoot and kill and 
would engage in fisticuffs with 
white men. Since he was the 
hero, he had to -beat some- 
body. Would America accept 
such- a portrayal?) America 
did 

“It was Sheldon himself 
who pulled it off; no NAACP 
jumped up and joined in the 
fight, He was the. one pro- 
ducer who said, “‘to hell with 
it —I don’t care whether this 
guy is green, black- or white; 
I want-tim for the part.’ And 
after he succeeded came the 
roles for Negroes in 
Trek, Mission Impossible and 
other shows.”’ 

Besides-allowing him to be 
the Jackie Robinson of televi- 
sion, Cosby observed that I 
Spy had prepared him for his 
next challenge; The movie 
world. 

The Cosby empire 
employs 42 persons— in _its 
Beverly Hills headquarters. 

The place is decorated in 
mé&st modern style except for 
one feature in Cosby's office: 

“a battered old trash can. That 
helps maintain his common 
touch.

Pleasure 
Of Everyone 


Derek MacDermot, who 
conducted the Peninsula Con- 
cert Orchestra in its fourth 
annual concert at Claremont 
School last night, expressed 
justifiable pride in the players 
who performed under’ his 
direction. 

Jerome Kern’s. Cat and the 
Fiddle was the selection which 
best suited the style and 
abilities of the orchestra. 

This piece, played with 
liveliness and precision, be- 
cause of its quick -tempo.and 
its dependence on the orches- 
tra as avsingle unit, avoided 
problems of intonation en- 
countered in several works in 
which slow sustained melody 
lines invited disastrous: dis- 
cordance in the string section. 

The orchestral discipline 
was excellent and even diffi- 
cult syncopated rhythms well 
maintained. The tutti playing 
was firm and clear throughout 
and each member played with 
the conviction and sincerity of 
the true music-maker. 

A small group of singers, 
the Metchosin Choral Group, 
added variety ‘to. the well- 
planned program. 

Sing-a-Merry Madrigal from 
The Mikado was very well 
sung; and the choir sang 
Dance a Cachucha from The 
Gondoliers so liltingly that 
they almost began to dance. 


It is heartening in these 
days of early specialization 
that such groups continue to 
make music for their own 
pleasure and that of discrimi- 
nating friends.

28 Plays 


Twenty-one public and pri- 
vate schools at elementary, 
junior and senior secondary 
levels are involved. They have 
entered a total of 28 plays. 

The self-sustaining festival 
has never looked back, but 
has maintained steady for- 
ward progress since its first 
appearance, April 29 and 30, 
1941. 

There were 12 plays entered 
in that festival which was 
sponsored ‘by the schools and 
community drama branch of 
the department of education 
(since transformed into the 
community programs 
branch). 

Chairman was H. S. 
“Bunny’’ Hurn and ex-officio 
chairman and co-founder was 
L. Bullock-Webster, then head 
of the community programs 
branch. 

Through the years’a ‘fairly 
long list had evolved of 
youngsters who have carried 
their school drama experience 
forward into phases of adult 
life and some form of profes- 
sionalism. 

But it is not this aspect 
which is the objective of the 
festival not by any , means 
important in the over-all idea. 


Wide Range 


Participation in school 
drama provides much more 
than an initiation for the 
individual with specifi¢ poten- 
tial. It provides a wide range 
of experience for all the 
children involved. 

It offers easily assimilable 
lessons in communication, self- 
confidence, co-operative acti- 
vivity, social, artistic appre- 
ciation, 

Richard Courtney, British 
drama education expert who 
is now an associate professor 
in the University of Victoria's 
Theatre Division and who will 
adjudicate this year’s festival, 
says that in Britain creative 
drama is developing, not only 
as a subject in schools, but as 
a vital method of teaching 

other subjects. 

Creative drama is, of course, 
a very different aspect, for it 
entails the improvising of a 
play from the materials sup- 
plied by imagination, rather 
than from a_ ready -made 
script. 

Nevertheless, there are 
valuable lessons to be learned

prizes of valuable bopks this 
year.

SLIDES ARE FUN 


WHEN ORGANIZED

How many closets have you 
seen, designed for clothing, 
but with camera equipment 
and boxes of slides, stacked 
together in a jumble on the 
floor? 

Linen closets, too, have 
their share of. storing un- 
related items, and even gen- 
eral storage areas, planned, 
for miscellany, usually remain 
organized for only a _ short 

riod of time. 

hown here is one home- 
owner’s answer to keeping 
treasured colored slides at the 
ready. 

In the family room, where 
the pictures are shown, a 
cabinet, 26" high, 25” wide 
and 19’’ deep, holds each slide 
tray ina separate compart- 
ment. 

Any tray can be removed 
without distrubing its fellows, 
and with identification on: the 
end of each ‘box, selection of 
subject mater is as easy as 
choosing a record on a juke 
box. 


Designed expressly for a 
particular slide tray that goes 
with the projector, the cabinet 
depth of 19” holds the length 
of two trays. 

A door on each side elimi- 
nates one tray’s hiding behind 
the other. Three inch molding 
around the base conceals 
heavy duty casters which give 
necessary mobility to the unit. 

To make a separate com- 
partment for each tray, %” 
plywood shelves were in- 
Stalled first, 2%" apart, and 
then. %" plywood vertical 
dividers added, creating 2%” 
x 2%" pigeon holes. 

FIT EQUIPMENT

A. The fact that the blooms 
are so early accounts for the 
shortness of the stems, They 
just haven’t had the usual 
time to grow, but if ‘the 


WEEK'S 
WORK 


If soil is drained of free 
moisture, continue dividing 
and replanting of perennials 
as necessary. Phlox, aster, 
heleniums, solidagos and a 
host of others can be done. If 
buying these plants, get them 
into weil prepared soil with 
plenty of humus to avoid 
drying out in May. 


Fuchsia and geranium cut- 
tings taken now and rooted in 
sandy mixture, or terralite, or 
the new bark-kelp mix, will 
make flowering plants in 
summer. Keep fuchsias damp 
and humid; geraniums dry 
and airy. 


Small flowering shrubs such

Clematis Pruning: Wear Your Thinking Cap 


By JACK BEASTALL 


The pruning of a clematis is 
confusing to the~ home—gar~ 


dener because it is 
generally 
known that 
nearly 100 
species are in 
cultivation on #% 
the Northis 
Americanf® 
continent. 

The genus © 
includes 
Shrubs, he r- aa: 
baceous per-, Av 
ennials and dack 
climbing—ptants;—te—which ‘the 
hybridizers have added Many 
crosses that exhibit. charac- 
ters that are not-easily fitted 
into any standard grouping. 

No matter how much we try 
to. simplify the subject we 
Nave to recognize four distinct 
groups as far as flowering 
habits are concerned, and-we 
shall always have a few 
hybrids which overlap. 

This leaves the gardener to 
make the decision as to the 
group in which his particular 
plant will fit, a decision that 
should not be too difficult if 
the flowering habit and time 
of flowering are carefully 
noted (and recorded) for one 
season. 


not 


The time of flowering deter- 
mines the method and the 
time of pruning, and while we 
have varieties which flower 
continuously, or;interm it- 
tently, from May to October, 
the period of most profuse 
bloom will fit them into their 
correct group. 

The earliest to flower have 
only one period of bloom, 
which is through spring to 
early summer, and constitute 
Group 1. 

The most popular species 
grown here is Clematis mon- 
tana and its hybrids, but also 
included are C. armandi, C. 
alpina, C. macropetala, and 
others not quite so well 
known. 


All this group are charac- 
terized by comparatively 
small flowers, generally 
around two inches across, and 
quite rampant growth. They 
need lots of room and are at 
their best romping over a low 
fence, a rocky outcrop, an old 
tree stump; or up a bank. 

In general, those in group 1 
do not require regular pruning 
in order to obtain a breath- 
taking display-of bloom, but 
when they get out of hand a 
severe pruning may be neces- 
sary in June after flowering 
has finished.

These growths should be 
carefully spread and trained 
to avoid another tangle, and 
each succeeding year the dead 
ends should be trimmed back 
to good shoots, weak growths 
control pruning practiced in 
removed entirely, and general 
March or April. 

The popular striped ‘Nellie 
Moser’, the pure white ‘Miss 
Bateman’ and the purple ‘The 
President’ are in group 2. 

Flowering at the same time 
are the doubles of the florida 
section, such as Belle of 
Woking and Duchess of Edin- 
burgh.

From Babble 


To Gibberish 


By AUDREY JOHNSON 


According to the _ best 
authorities Brendan Behan’s 
play, The Hostage, is one of 
the inspired pieces of stage 
writing of our time. 

Unfortunately one wouldn't 
be able to recognize it as such 
from the production which 
opened Friday night’ at Mc- 
Pherson Playhouse. 

To begin with, only about 
one-third of the total text is 
distinguishable. The rest is 
lost in a general babble or is 
so overlaid with attempted 
Irish brogue that it becomes 
gibberish. 

Then again, Behan’s people 
—an earthy, brawling lot of 
very human beings in a Dublin 
brothel, more or less depraved 
and certainly individualistic— 
are with few exceptions rep- 
resented as caricatures. 
Grotesque marionettes jerking 
about the stage and indulging 
at frequent intervals in 
studied musical comedy rou- 
tines. 

The only portrayals that 
conveyed some of the warmth 
and reality necessary to the 
play’s success, were given by 
Helen Smith, Karen Austin, 


- Ross Petty and, to.a limited 


extent, Allen Hughes. 

But even these were inhibit- 
ed by the general lack of form 
and substance provided “by 
Peter Mannering’s direction. 
QUIET SCENE Fi 

In a quiet scene ‘between 
Miss Austin and Mr. Petty, 
there’ was. promise of some 
real emotional depth. 

There were moments too 
when Phyllis Gaskell as the 
“sociable” worker shone out 
like a light in the clutter, but 
at other times she too fell into 
the trap of type caricature. 

In The Hostage we should 
be laughing with the charac- 
ters, not at them. Laughing 
and crying a little, too, touched 
by their sudden erruptions 
into gaiety, tempted almost 
by their spontaneity to burst 
into song with them. 

With the musical comedy 
Style of production none of 
this came off,

Nor, for me, did the tam- 
perings. with the script—a 
Canadian soldier for the hos. 
tage and allusions to Expo, 
LBJ, de Gaulle and the RCMP 
add anything of contemporary 
value to this tale of the Irish 
and their troubles. 

In other words, The Hostage 
has turned up in Victoria 
looking a little like a diluted 
blend of Spring Thaw and 
Finian’s Rainbow and doing 
considerably less than justice 
to Brendan Behan in the 
process.

There are two faces to this 
famous resort hard by the 
sea. One is’,the bustling face 
of Bay Street, the other is 
that.of the native towns over 
the’ hill, 

Over the hill time_seems to 
run a little slower, the pace is 
easier and the sounds of 
mellow Bahamian voices and 
rhythmic drums mute the 
garish noises of the city. 

No tourist on a visit to 
‘Nassau should go home with- 
out going over the hill to see 
how life is lived. in com- 
munities that are throwbacks 
to older, easier days.

The best time to go sight- 
seeing, naturally, is in the 


daytime when bright sunshine 
makes picture-taking easy and 
the multitude of colors 
brighter. 

He will find the nearest 
communities, Grant's Town 
and. Bain’s Town, fascinat- 
ingly different. 

.There. are small, wooden 
dwellings, streets no larger 
than alleys and alleys no 
largér than goat paths. 

Market Street in Grant's 
Town and Blue Hill Road in 
Bain’s Town are a_ little 
broader but both suburban 
communities were old before 
city planning was popular and 
the topographical confusion 
that resulted from this lack of 
planing is actually the main 
charm of these Bhamanian 
villages.

Old-time residents say ex- 
istence has changed but little 
in, the last century. Houses 
still crowd the streets as if 
front yards were a menace. 

The women’s costumes are 
gayer in these. communities 
than they are in Nassau, often 
rivalling the bougainvillea and 
other flowering vines that 


cling to houses and fences. 
Grant’s Town was founded 
in 1829 and got its name from, 


Gen. Sir Lewis Grant, 
governor of the Bahamas, 

It was settled by 370 
Negroes rescued from a slave 
ship on the high seas. Bain's 
Town, named for an early 
resident, was settled by freed 
Negro slaves who had come 
from the Gold Coast of 
Africa.

Their descendants still re- 
side in the little cottages that 
give this village its unique 
character. 

These towns, and other lo- 
calities just beyond, are 
lumped together in the phrase 
over the hill, 

The reason is a simple one, 
tied directly to topography. 

Just back of Nassau and the 
other shore resort areas on 
the north shore of New 
Providence Island runs a 
ridgeback following a rough 
east and west axis. 

To get from the centre of 
busy Nassau to the subrubs 
stretching away to the south 
one must go up over this 
ridge and everything on the 
far side has come to be known 
as over the hill.

While the tourist will want 
to see these colorful areas! in 
the daylight he will miss a 
wonderful experience if he 
doesn’t go back again after’ 
the sum has gone down. 

That is the time to whistle 
up a surrey—a carriage with 
a fringe on top—and ask the 
driver to go over the hill. 

When dinner is out of the 
way, Grant’s Town and Bain’s 
Town come to life again—gay, 
picturesque and exciting. 

This is when the music of 
the islands comes beating 
upon the eardrums like a 
leitmotif of the tropics. There 
is music for all tastes byt 
those who long for authen- 
ticity will listen most eagerly 
for the beat of the goombay 
drums, direct descendants of 
the drums that echoed along 
the Congo centuries ago.

When Mike Pittaway pres- 
ses the bytton, his co-workers 
not only jump, they run for 
their lives. 

For Mike, of Revelstoke, is 
an avalanche observer in 
Glacier .National Park in 
British Columbia. 

He is one of six trained 
avalanche observers working 
with the National Research 
Council of Canada in the 
testing of a system designed 
to get road-clearing crews out 
of the way of any sudden 
snow avalances. 

The danger to road crews is 
real, not imaginary. In 1965 
two men were—killed by an 
avalanche at Rogers Pass. 
They were attempting to clear 
the Trans-Canada Highway of 
snow from one avalanche 
when they and their snow- 
clearing vehicles were buried 
in a second avalanche. 

Experience has shown that, 
in Glacier National Park, 
there is a maximum period of" 
three minutes from the time’ 
an avalanche releases until it 
strikes the highway. This 
short period is--all_ that is 
given to road workers _to 
abandon their slow-moving 
“cat” or grader and run out 
of the avalanche path. 

To maximize the escape 
potential of this short span of 
time, engineers, at NRC have 
devised a plan of action built 
around modified commercially- 
available Citizen Band com- 
munications equipment. 

A trained avalanche obser- 
ver is stationed in a safe 
location up to a mile away 
from where road crews are 


working. From here he is able , 


to observe all the* trigger 
areas which may affect that 
portion of the highway being 
cleared. 

At the first indication ,of 
danger, he need only press a 
button of his modified CB 
transmitter-receiver to ring 
an alarm bell in the cab of the 
snow-clearing vehicle. 

The operator must then 
abandon his vehicle and run 
for his life.

Roberts 
Now in 


Bank 
Orbit

The Roberts Bank concept may have had a 55- 


year countdown, but it’s been blasted into orbit. this . 


week. 


If the pronouncements of Premier Bennett and 
Transport Ministér Hellyer are to be believed, there 
will be two,superports alongside the Tsawwassen 


ferry terminal by 1970. 

But the znore likely prospect 
is-that-by then there will be 
just.the first pier, for handl- 
ing two or three coal-carrying 
superships, part of a develop- 
ment plan that will provide 
dockage for up to 120-vessels 
at 13 square miles of re- 
claimed shoreline. 

And, with. both sides protest- 
ing that they want the co- 
operation. of the other, this 
facility likely will be a shared- 
cost in.some aspect. 

The current argument is 
over which portions will be 
shared by whom, 

Ottawa says it wants to 
build. the docks proper and 
run them but wishes to share 
the cost and responsibility for 


the huge industrial park’ that .- 


will be created behind them 
by filling in the tidal zone. 

It is willing, apparently, to 
Jeave the port’s railway sys- 
tem in provincial hands en- 
tirely. 


50-50 Partner 


Premier Bennett, on the 
other hand, says he wants to 
build the whole project—from 
marine pilings to railway 
ties—but hopes that Ottawa 
will come in as a 50-50 
partner. 

The federal government 
already has completed a 
seven-month survey of the 
entire lower mainland coast 
which confirmed Roberts 
Bank as the most suitable 
superport site. 

And it has a drilling rig at 
Roberts Bank right now 
obtaining samples on which 
specifications will be based in 
an early tender call for 
construction of the dock. 

The provinciat government, 
on the other hand, commis- 
sioned a three-week survey of 
the Roberts. Bank area and 
has a-conceptual plan for the 
port which still is undergoing 
major modification. 


Act Proclaimed 


Mr. Bennett threw in more 
weight—but no money s0 
far—on his side of the, scales 
by finally proclaiming the 
B.C, Harbors Act which had 
been gathering dust on a shelf 
for @ year. 

The board has legislative 
authority now to: borrow up to 
$25 million. for building port 
facilities. 

But the choice of its mem- 
bers may be more significant. 

Commercial Transport Min- 
ister Bonner was made chair- 
man, Trade and Industry 
Minister Ralph Loffmark and 
B.C. Hydro director William 
Mearns are the other mem- 
bers. 

Aside. from the _most_obvi- 
ous, the one thing these men 
have in common is a connec- 
tion. with railway matters. 

Mr. Bonner is the official 
who issues railway charters 
and permits for extensions in 
this province, 

Mr. Loffmark is the govern- 
ment’s, and perhaps the prov- 
ince’s, leading expert on rail- 
way freight rates and their 
economic. impact. 


Hydro Expert 


Mr. Méarns is the manage- 
ment specialist, noted for his 
harmonious relations, with 
political and business leaders 
of all stripes, for B.C. Hydro 
which. operates a-freight rail- 
way linking Vancouver to the 
delta lands. 

As it happens, that rail line 
passes. within almost two 
miles of the—superport site 
and. always hag been regarded 


HARBOR BOARD CHAIRMAN 
BONNER 


as the logical line to provide a 
common carrier link to the 
port which could be used by 
all five railways operating in 
the. province: CPR, CNR 
PGE, BCH and the U.S. GNR 
line. 

Although the act permits 
seven members on the board, 
Mr. Bennett did not, appoint a 
single port management spe- 
cialist from the province's 
business community to his 
team, 


More Members? 


He'still has the option to do 
so of course, and will have to 
if the province actually winds 
up in the port business as 
either a partner or the sole 
developer of the Roberts Bank 
docks, 

But, for the moment, the 
act’s proclamation-looks more 
like a further twist of the 
screw compelling Ottawa to 
deliver on its promise to build 
the port while establishing the 
three-man team: which will 
have to deal with the impor- 
tant rail extension no matter 
who owns or runs the docks. 

And, in fact; Mr. Hellyer 
last fall asked for a high-level 
provincial committee to be set 
up for liaison with the federal 
government, particularly. on 
such matters as the rail link. 

That request was almost 
lost. in the hullaballoo over his 
announcement. that Ottawa 
was changing its mind- and 
would go ahead with immedi- 
ate development’ of Roberts 
Bank. 


Meets Request 


Well, Mr. Bennett is a poker 
player and he met that ante 
in spades. By dramatically 
proclaiming the act and say- 
ing he’s going for. broke, may 
have lost sight of the fact in 
the hullaballoo that he’s meet- 
ing Mr. Hellyer's- specific 
request.. 

And now that all bets have 
been called. so noisily, the 
game has reached the stage 
where the cards are being 
turned up. 

Mr. Hellyer reaffirmed 
more strongly then ever 
Ottawa's determination to 
build a superport at Roberts 
Bafik by 1970, when the first 
Fernie coal exports are due to 
be shipped out as part of $650 
million contract, 

And Friday, the . federal 
government announced it 
would call tenders for the 
work within three or four 
months,

DIED IN DEPRESSION 


ocks a Father and Son Dream 


By AB KENT 


The impact of a super port 
facility on the B.C. economy 
was predicted more than 55 
years ago, but the chief 
visionary of the scheme pro- 
jected then died long before 
the Tsawwassen concept was 
born. 

A Vanccuver industrialist, 
Charles F. Pretty, captured 
the imagination of British 
Columbians ‘about 1912 with 
his Vancouver Harbor _and 
Dock Extension Co., at the 
mouth of the Fraser River: 

This was’ to be the key to a 
flourishing western. Canada 
economy, a $30 million under- 
taking. to” handle half the 
prairies’ wheat export and 
half of the western trade 
generally. 

It was to-be\a shipping and 
industrial “city’’ of docks, 
basins, rail yards; ware- 
houses, factories “and mills 
built upon the reclaimed fore- 
shore of Lulu Js}and. 


When B.C. . government 
authorities first looked into 
the Roberts Bank proposal, 
they examined the old plans 
drawn up by Pretty’s com- 
pany and decided they- were 
well founded. 

But the site chosen by 
engineers of the day, harbor 
experts J. G. White and Co., 
was on silty material between 
the north and south arms of 
the-Fraser. The Tsawwassen 
site—10. miles south—has a 
fine-gravel base ideally suited 
to foundations. 

Charles Pretty died about 27 
years ago, but his son Charles 
N. Pretty, still living in 
Vancouver; has long had 
visions of resurrecting the 
superport plan. 

“I think the idea was very 
sound,” Mr. Pretty. said 
recently. “I also: think the 
Tsawwassen idea is superior 
because of better foundation 
material and better access. 

& 


“The _government site is 
valid beyond question,” he 
added. 

Reflecting on his father’s 
scheme, Mr. Pretty said .‘‘At 
one time I thought I might 
carry the idea through. But 
the government project will 
retard anything like that for a 
long time."’ 

Vancouver Harbor and Dock 
Extension Co. foundered 
around the end of 1918 when a 
shortage of capital was an 
obstacle. Panic and depres- 
sion followed, preventing 
further progress of the com- 
pany. 

The Pretty family is well 
established in other B.C. 


industry stemming from 
Pretty’s Timber Exchange, 
organized by father and son in 
1910, and continuing with 
Pretty’s Lti., and Pretty’s 
Timber Co. Ltd. 

Vancouver Harbor and Dock 
Extension Co. had been 
capitalized at $10 million, at a 
time when the senior member 
was president of Canadian 
Borneo Co. Ltd., Greater 
Vancouver Co. Ltd. and or- 
ganizer of Powell River Paper 
Co., mow part of the Mac- 
Millan Bloedel forest industry 
complex. 

aS 


The latter was established 
as a-100-tons-per-day mill and 
soon doubled its capacity, the 
cost coming to more than $6.5 
million, compared with to- 
day’s —pulp mill costs of 
around $55 million for about 
three times the Powell River 
capacity 50 years ago. 

Born on. aé farm near 
Belleville, Mr. Pretty went to 


Ontario public schools, 
skipped university, came west 
to ranch and enter lumbering. 

He was described as a man 
of strong personality, genial 
manner, broad view and 
never-tiring energy. 

* 


He envisaged docks 1% 
miles long jutting into the 
Gulf of Georgia over a three- 
mile frontage, providing a 
clear berthing , depth of 30-36 
feet. { 

The whole / dredge-and-fill, 
stonework ghd concrete 
facility wuld enclose six 
major ship basins and a two- 
mile pond for log booms. 

There was to be space on 
each pier—the largest nearly 
a mile wide—for buildings, 
sawmilling, grain docks and 
other shipping facilities; 
streets, cross-streets and rail 
sidings connecting with a 
major marshalling yard on 
Lulu Island, where 4,000 acres 
of land had been bought. 


It was proposed to connect 
the rail system with down- 
town Vancouver by means of 
a tunnel driven three to four 
miles’ under the high ground 
of Point Grey and across 
False Creek. 

The terminal would take 
five years to, build, and the 
$30 million estimated cost 
would be equivalent to some- 
thing like $100 million at 
today’s prices. 

Such was the magnitude of 
Pretty’s scheme that. a writer 
of the time reported difficulty 
in grasping its significance in 
making Vancouver “a ranking 
sea port” and industrial gi 
taking New Westminster’ and 
the interlying districts with it.

Day Care Centres tor Children Expanding

It’s a struggle to get two small children dressed and fed 
by 7 o’clock in the morning. 

But it’s necessary if you’re a working mother who has to 
be on the job by’8 a.m. 

And it’s even harder to find someplace to leave your 
youngsters where you know they will be well-looked after, fed 
and happy at play until you pick them up at 5:30 p.m. to 
catch the bus home.

Transportation is a big problem. Without a car, it’s 
impossible to reach many private kindergartens or nurseries. 
And there isn’t time to go out-of-the way by bus.

And what about fees? For many women, perhaps 
separated from their husbands, the cost of good day eare for 
their children is just too expensive. 


With-an-increasing number of mothers entering the work 
force, the Family and Children’s Service is attempting to 
meet their needs by setting up child day care centres at 
points accessible to mothers on their way to work. 

The centre at Centennial United Church at the Douglas 
roundabout has been in operation for some time and takes 
care of 30 children. 

On February 12, a second centre at-Metropolitan United 
Church was opened for the convenience of mothers coming to 
work via the Quadra, Pandora area.

When there is room, children are accepted at the centres 
for a variety of reasons, Perhaps the mother is not working— 
but the chiki is very isolated, lacks stimulation, has become 
withdrawn, lonely and emotionally deprived. 

At the centre, he’ll find other youngsters to play with, 
creajive materials, toys. He’ll take part in story readings, sing 
song$, and be-taken for outings to parks and playgrounds. 
And' for the older children, there is a_ fully-developed 
kindergarten program. 

The centres are open from 7:30 a.m. to 6 p.m. Each child 
is given two snacks of milk, fruit and cookies and a warm 
meal from a nearby restaurant at noon. 

At Centennial United Church facilities include a large, 
bright activity room, a dark resting room, use of a modern 
kitchen and a huge gymnasium. 


There are two full-time teachers who have had pre-school 
training and four part-time teacher's aides. 

The Lions’ Club donated.cots, the women’s auxilary of 
the Family and Children's Service provided blankets, Eaton's 
donated a fridge, the women’s auxiliary of the church spruced 
up the furniture and the Family and Chikiren's. Service 
bought all the necessary toys and equipment, 

The children range in age from three to six. They are 
divided into two groups by age but are free to move from one 
group to the other. 

They take part in creative activities.of every type — free 
to make their own choice. 

“Because of the. long hours the program has to be 
particularly flexible,” says supervisor Mrs. Jane Gurr. ‘“‘The 
children are allowed to move at their own speed." 

Both churches have donated freely their Sunday school 
facilities empty during the week. 

Fees are geared individually by the agency to each 
family’s means. A number. of parents are not able to pay 
anything — other pay fees ranging from ten cents to $2.50 per 
day.

“The average cost of a chiki with the hot meal and 
snacks is 78 cents a day,"’ says H. E. Saville, director of 
resources services. “But when you weigh the cost. against 
what it’s doing for the child, it’s worth it. 

“You see a tremendous growth in the children. Also 
communities are-apt to discount the great strain on the 
woman who has to manage on her own.” 

Mr. Saville would like to see the community take an even 
more active part in the centres through’ volunteer work. 

“Whether or not we can develop.a volunteer program for 
day care remains to be seen, but we're going to work at it. 
The government could take over*evetything but that’s not 
involving community resources.” 

The agency is particularly seeking new volunteers. to 
help the teacher’s aids. 

“For pressure points in the program where extra hands 
are needed, we're looking for interested, active, retired 
men,” says Mrs, Gurr. “Many children come from broken 
homes where they are without the influence of a father.” 


Centennial already has a waiting list — the limit of 30 
youngsters is set by municipal officers. The new centre at 
Metropolitan will help to meet some of the need. 

But for other children in different) areas the Family and 
Children’s Service also has 45 day care homes picked by the 


agency. 

Staffed by mothers-in the homes, they look after 75 
children. The agency keeps a close supervision, visiting them 
often. The mother is paid a standard overall fee per child, 
The mothers of the children make their contributions directly 
to.the agency to protect their privacy,

Teach Industry 


Pupil's: Worth

A community conference on education was told 
Friday night that schools must tell. the business 
world about the potential employees they are groom- 


ing. 

Occupational and some 
vocational graduates are not 
finding their place in the work 
world, ‘said E. G. Stroyan. 

“Why? Because the em- 
ployer does not . understand 
the curriculum and in part 
because he has not been 
invited to take part in the 
Preparations necessary to 
make the program. work.” 


The former teacher and 
vice-principal, now manager 
of community relations for 
MacMillan Bleodel Ltd., said 
lack of communication be- 
tween educators and industry 
can be fatal. 

He was speaking to more 
than 100 people — teachers, 
trustees, labor, industry and 
employer representatives, 
students, politicians, clergy 
and others — in a community 
debate on education. 

Many students do well with- 
in the schgol system without 
much help, he said. 

List Liabilities 

“But what of those that go 
into the occupational course 
because they have limited 
ability? What of those a step 
above who are on a vocational 
course because they have 
nowhere else to go?” 

After training these stu- 
dents, the school abdicates its 
responsibility. 

“It dumps the occupational 
student and, in some cases, 
the vocational student into a 
world which can use him but 
it fails to educate society as 
to how the student can fit. 

“And it fails to educate the 
student as to the standards 
and mores and practices of 
the society into which he will 
go.” 

There has to be something 
wrong when employment 
agencies say any student who 
wants a worthwhile job had 


better take the | academic 
program. 
‘How Far?’ 


And there has to be some- 
thing wrong when the major- 
ity of employers are sti}! 
hiring students on the basis of 
answers to two questions: 

“How far did you go in 
school?” 

“Were you on the university 


to| 


Program or the general pro- 
gram?” 

Nobody in the school sys- 
tem, he said, has the respon- 
sibility of communicating the 
facts of the curriculum to the 
rest of the world. , 

Phrases like ‘“technical- 
voeation- option,’’ ‘oc c u pia. 
tional courses," “‘community 
services program” and “‘visual 
and performing arts pro- 
gram” don’t mean anything to 
employers. 

Mr. Stroyan said he checked 
with those responsible for 
hiring hundreds of people 
“and not one of them knew.” 

The importance of seniority 
for promotion in numerous 
labor contracts poses a major 
problem for the Grade 10 
occupational graduate, 


Future Needs 


Any practical person firing 
young people is going to make 
sure they have the potential 
for the top job they may 
reach through seniority, he 
said. | 

So the personnél supervisor 
insists on Grade 12 education 
for the new man, not because 
his first job requires it but 
because his future job will. 

The Grade 10 graduate 
could easily handle the first 
job but he gets no chance. 

Mr. Stroyan said the solu- 
tion may lie in a conference 
between educators, manage- 
ment and labor before an 
occupational course becomes 
part of the curriculum. 

His concern, he said, was 
not with what solutions might 
have developed but with the 
fact such a conference was 
not held in the first place. 


Buyer Not Asked 


“The buyer, if you want to 
be cold about it, «is not 
consulted.”’

Mr. Stroyan said he thought 
the community conference to 
probe education issues was a 
“tremendous idea.”

@ It is a mistake to leave 
decisions on guilt to chemists in 
the laboratory when the task 
properly belongs in the court- 
room; 

@ The procedure reverses 


the traditional ‘innocent until 
proved guilty” principle; 

@ The machine itself has 
been found less. than 100 per 
cent accurate and human beings 
differ in their reactions to 
alcohol. ‘ 

Attorney-General Bonner said, 
the proposed legislation which 
the provinces must administer 
would involve serious enforce- 
ment complications and urged 
the federal government to give 
the bill ‘extensive’ committee 
study.

PRINCIPAL URGES ACTION FOR SURVIVAL 


Teachers Too Fear-Ridden' to Spea 


By DON VIPOND 

A Vietoria high school prin- 
cipal says it’s time to stop 
worrying about freedom for 
students and ‘consider survival 
for teachers. 

“Now is the time for all 
teachers who see gross prob- 
lems in the school situation to 
say so,"’ says Horace Dawson, 
principal of S. J. Willis junior 
secondary school. 

He suggests that if enough 
teachers speak out, Education 
Week can be stretched into a 
“memorable” Education 
Month. 

A veteran of 37 years in 
teaching, Mr. Dawsen--is a 
former executive. member of 
the principals’ association and 
has served on committees of 
the Greater Victoria Teach- 
ers’ Association. 


HAMSTRUNG 

He sees the local school 
system hamstrung by fearful 
teachers, by committees of 
trustees and teachers which 
are doomed to failure and by 
a provincial government 
which won't do the job. 

“What the Victoria school 
system needs is a _ guts 
program by teachers,” says 
Mr. Dawson. “We are failing 
in our professional duty by 
remaining individually silent. 


They suffer from the pres- 
sures of over-sized classes, 
the most overcrowded of any 
in B.C. secondary schools. 

They suffer from the un- 
certainty generated by a 
swiftly-moving revolution in 
social values. 


“But worst of all from their 


own fear_. of condemnation 
from society-if they speak 
out.” 

The profession will only 


gain the significant respect of 
the parents when its members 
stand up for what they believe 
is needed to make the system 
work, he suggests. 

And he predicts that if mass 
resignations were the weapon 
used by teachers to gain their 
ends, many hundreds.of them 
would “stick by their guns to 
the bitter end.” 

Trustees and teachers work 
ing tog¢ther in committees 
seem tiéd too closely to. the 


public purse to speak plainly. 

“But individual , teachers 
can voice their concern—and 
if enough do they'll be listened 
to."’ 

While school __ construction 
drops millions of dollars be- 
hind requirements, -the Ben- 
nett government can produce 
$25 million “in three minutes” 
for a superport. 

“It’s time that we decided 
the provincial government is 
not going to do enough in the 


next year or two. The local 
authorities will have to come 
to grips with the problem or 
cause children to suffer the 
dire consequences.””_ 

The school system is headed 
for a “nervous breakdown” 
unless - parents of Greater 
Victoria become much more 
concerned, says Mr. Dawson. 

“What is needed is concegn 
for those’ who make any 
educational organization pos- 
sible—the teachers."’ 


“It's time - for _ teachers 
individually to come out of the | 
bleachers to form a team in | 
the arena.” 

Teachers,-he says, are fear- | 
ridden.

“In Victoria hospitals at pre- 
sent, ideal facilities are not 
available to give the burns 
patient the greatest chance for 
recovery.
